Government Control over Water 
PotmSitn WUl Ba Reeommendii 

By President Taft In His Messagi 



Federal Incorporation of In 
terstate Commerce Con- 
cerns and Pooling Agree* 
ments. 



Beverly. MaM., Oct. 12. — It was 
learned today that Pre«idcnl Taft h 
mesMge to coogreaa will recommend 
a law parmlttlng the development of 
water power oa iwbllc land by priv- 
ate capital, but that tho government 
wUI keep a reatratning band on the 
eoncaMlODs to prevent exlorllon and 
monopoly. It will ur;:<' acain all 
ameiiiliin lit to Ilie SluTnian anll- 
tru.-^ law. in rmlilliig railroads to en- 
tei into a |K)olliiK aKreeni'Hil under 
•oiiirol of the Inien-lale comnieicp 
noniniisKlon and with the eomnil.'-- 
aion'ii ronM tit.
